WASHINGTON, Sept. 22—(UP) 


—The nation's law enforcement 
agencias 
co-operated 
today as 


never before in their common war 
against crime with removal of 
the ancient barriers which state 
lines have placed in the path of 
police. 


The oustanding factor in this 


new approach to crime prevention 
is the enactment by 21 states of 
laws permitting officers of other 
states to pursue and capture felons 
escaping across their boundaries. 


Additional strength was given 


this interstate cooperation by the 
Indiana state police board when 
it upheld the dismissal of Captain 
Matt Leach for alleged failure to 
co-operate with federal agents. 


It was pointed out by the board 


that approval of Leach's dismissal 
was essential in order to obtain 
"the co-operation which appears 
indispensable for effective action 
in these clays when state lines are 
no barrier to criminals."
